Efforts will be made to secure 
funds for the erection of a hall of 
records at Martinez. It is planned to 
include a tax levy for the work rath- 
er than to bond for the necessary 
funds. The levy will be apportioned 
over a number of years. The county 
already owns the site for the pro- 
posed building, which consists of a 
city block directly secross the street 
and south of the present courthouse. 

Recommendations’ of Hunters Val- 
ley, Mariposa county, as a site for the 
proposed federal narcotic addicts’ 
farm was laid before Governor 
Young’s commission co-operating with 
federal authorities. The commission, 
consisting of O. T. Johnson, Jr., of 
Los Angeles, State Narcotic Chief F. 
H. Benson and Senator Sanborn 
Young of Los Gatos, is considering 
the resolution of the Mariposa Cham- 
ber of Commerce asking that Hunters 
Valley be considered before a site is 
selected. 

Stockton will be a radio fan’s para- 
dise if an ordinance presented to the 
city council by the Music and Radio 
Trades Association is adopted. The 
proposed ordinance would make it un- 
lawful for any person to use electrical 
devices within the city which would 
interfere with radio broadcast or re- 
ception. Heating pads, oll burnefts, 
vacuum cleaners, flashers, motors and 
simila devices would come under the 
ban. Violations would be punishable 
by six months in jail, $500 fine or 
both. 

Leaders have expressed dissatisfac- 
tion over the utility’s request that the 
City of Richmond pay $20,000 to lay 
the proposed 12 inch water main to 
the inner harbor, the money to be re 
funded over a period of 10 years in 
accordance with the amount of water 
used. It was explained by Henry A. 
Johnston, Richmond's representative 
on the utility board, that if the city 
does not pay the assessment must be 
applied on the tax rate. Objectors 
declared they feared that the utility 
plan would mean that there would 
be no refund because the city would 
not have used up the equivalent value 
in water to offset the $20,000 pay- 
ment in the 10 year period. 

Negotiations for the purchase by 
the Roseville School Board of the 
block facing the Atlantic Street Gram- 


‘mar School have been completed. The 


newly acquired property will be clear- 
ed of the homes, and for the present 
will be use as a playground. The 
school board has definitely decided to 
call a bond election to submit an $80,- 
000 proposal for a ten-room school to 
replace the present Main Street build- 
ing, and for the addition of ten rooms 
to the Vernon Street school building 
to replace the Oak Street school. The 
date of the election has not been defi- 
nitely decided, but probably will be in 
the Fall, when many of the local resi- 
dents, who are now away for the 
Summer, have returned to. their 
homes. 

Voting three to one, with one mem- 
ber of the board absent, the directors 
of the Modesto Irrigation District rati- 
fied the contract whereby the San 
Joaquin Light and Power Corporation 
agrees to supply the district with 
electricity needed to supplement that 
génerated at Don Pedro Dam. The 
action of the board followed receipt 
of a telephoned message that the Tur- 
lock Irrigation District diectors had 
signed an agreement whereby power 
purchased by the Modesto district will 
be carried over the Turlock Irrigation 


Digtrict lines. 


The Mendocino City Sawmill, shut 
down for more than a year, reopened 
recently employing 200 men. Officers 
of the company announced work 
would be resumed in the woods. 


Chief Scudero announced that the 
police of Pittsburg are to be equipped 
with machine guns, tear bombs and 
tear guns, for use in guarding indus- 
trial payrolls when received in that 
city. 

The Navy Department will sell the 
old cruiser Albany, now moored north 
of the yard channel, it has been an- 
pounced. ‘The date for the sale of 
the ship is not mentioned, but it is 
expected that it will be auctioned off 
before the end of the year. 


Problems confronting Richmond in 
securing water from the East Bay 
Municipal Utility District supply will 
be ironed out by a special committee 
headed by P. M. Sanford, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce in con- 
ference with utility district directors. 


Santa Rosa is heralded as one of 
the leading convention cities of the 
state for 1930. Among the organiza- 
tions which will hold convention there 
are the Knights of Pythias, the So 
noma County Teachers Institute, the 
District Parent-Teacher Association, 
Presbyterian Synod and the annual 
camp meeting of the Nazarene church. 


A few days’ joint fiesta will be 
held by Rio Nido, Guerneville and 
Guernewood Park beginning August 
15, it has been announced by William 
L. Kenyon, chairman of the general 
committee. A beauty queen contest 
for communities within 100 miles of 
the Russian river will precede the 
festival, the ruler of the fiesta to be 
chosen and installed on August 15 at 
Guerneville Grove. Other features tn- 
clude an open-air play, dancing, water 
sports and parades. 

Mrs Emily L. Jones, Eureka’s first 
woman mayor, who gained national 
recognition when she declared, follow- 
ing her election, that she did not ex- 
pect to be any more successful in en- 
forcing prohibition than the Federal 
Government, took office recently. The 
woman mayor, who declared that 
“women can conduct the affairs of a 
city just as well as men—sometimes 
better,” was given an ovation by the 
crowd when she took the oath of 
office. 

While on the face of the assessment 
roll of Nevada county, as turned over 
to the board of supervisors by County 
Assessor H. C. Schroeder, there is 
an appaent increase, there is in 
reality a decrease in the poperty 
values subject to taxation for county 
purposes. The total value of all prop- 
erty on the rolls is $9,928,520. Last 
year this same class of property was 
assessed for $9,564,480. An apparent 
increase of $364,040 is shown on the 
roll. 

Officials of the Provident Irrigation 
District announced that the organiza- 
tion would be forced to default pay- 
wnent of the bond interest and the 
principal yet unpaid on the install- 
ment due in July. L. M. Benoit, sec- 
retary of the district, stated that de- 
linqguent tax by landowners in the 
district caused the plight of the or- 
ganization. The district, he said, has 
$41,000 on hand to meet obligations 
of over $50,000. Benoit said it was 
the first time in the history of the 
district that it defaulted payment. 

The Yellow Metal Mine, perhaps 
California’s only water-bound = gold 
mine, is again active, according to 
reports reaching Grass Valley. It is 
located on the easterly side of Lake 
Bowman, which is the major storage 
unit of the Nevada Irigation District, 
in the face of a high bluff, and is ac- 
cessible only by boat across the lake. 
The Yellow Metal has frequently been 
brought into public attention by rea- 
son of the attractive assays secured 
from the surface ore, and it is re- 
ported that plans for a mill are now 
being considered. Two years ago the 
property was incorporated as the Sun- 
beam Mining Company. 

Keeping a close watch for historical 
articles during its salvaging campaign 
the state crew has contributed heav- 
ily to the historical collection of the 
state library. At the Bidwell mansion 
near Chico, the state workers collect- 
ed old paintings with rare walnut 
frames, several priceless books, per- 
jodicals of the “days of °49” and cor- 
respondence of the period, together 
with articles brought around the Hon 
or across the plains. Historical reo 
ords of all state owned buildings, with 
date of construction, cost, etc., also 
are being compiled with “case his- 
tories” of 1441 buildings completed 
to date. 

The initial step was taken by the 
board of supervisors to link Yuba 
county with Sierra and Butte counties 
in a joint highway district for the 
constuction of the Yuba Pass cutoff. 
Through a set of resolutions the 
board declared the work of public 
interest and convenience. Copies were 
sent the Sierra and Butte county 
boards for adoption. The proposed 
route wil] extend from the city limits 
of Marysville north and northeast to 
a point on the present highway be- 
tween Challenge and La Porte, thence 
easterly to a point near the bridge 
crossing the north fork of Yuba river 
on the state highway leading from 
Grass Valley to Downieville. Provided 
Sierra and Butte counties join in the 
movement a board of directors will 
be sélected by the three boards.

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NEW VIRGINIA CAVE 
OPENED TO PUBLIC 


Famed for Part Played in 
Civil War. 


Harrisonburg, Va.—Another beauti- 
ful underground world—the Blue Grot- 
toes, the caverns used in part by sol- 
diers of the Civil war as a hiding place 
and camping site and on the walls ot 
which are inscribed the names of thou- 
sands of Confederate and Unton war- 
tiors from Ohio, lowa, Indiana, IIli- 
nols, Pennsylvania, Maryland and Vir- 
ginia—was formally opened by Col. E. 
T. Brown and his son, Maj. Edward M. 
Brown, who have spent more than 
$100,000 in developing this cave. 

The opening of the Blue Grottoes 
makes six caverns in operation in the 
limestone country of the Shenandoah 
valley. More than $1,000,000 have 
been spent in developing these cav- 
erns for sightseeing purposes and it 
is known that $5,000,900 has been re- 
fused for them from northern capital- 
ists seeking to operate the group as 
one chain. 

The Blue Grottoes was Geveloped by 
the Brown interests, which have ex- 
pended more than $1,000,000 tn devel- 
oping the Endless Caverns near New 
Market, the Natural Chimneys and 
Sapphire Pool near Mount Solon, Va. 

Chief interest in Blue Grottoes cen- 
ters around the thousands of names of 
Civil war soldiers which are inscribed 
upon its walls and which can easily be 
read today. The caverns also have 
the vari-colored formation pecullar to 
places of this kind and which are 
formed by drops of water through 
limestone formations extending over 
thousands of years. The caverns are 
located eight miles north of Harrison- 
burg.on the Valley pike and run under 
a huge limestone knoll on the Moore 
farm. 

During the Civil war both Confed- 
erate and Union soldiers made part of 
these caverns, running back under the 
knoll, a hiding place and a camping 
site, especially in stormy weather. The 
mouth of the cave was large enough 
for many horses to enter. In fact, the 
first opening was used as a stable for 
horses. The soldiers would go back 
further into the channel where, safe 
and unmolested from the enemy, they 
carved their names on the sides of the 
walls.

Costs Exactly $777 to 


Become Belgian Baron 
Brussels.—It costs exactly $777, or 
27,000 Belgian francs, to become a 
baron of the kingdom of Belgium. And 
there is no record as yet of any per- 
son having refused the title because it 
cost too much. 

King Albert confers from three to 
five titles of nobility every year, most- 
ly to elderly gentlemen of great merit. 
In most cases the title of baron is con- 
ferred and only in exceptional cases 
is it a hereditary title. So the number 
of noblemen is not much _ tinereased 
by the king’s annual distribution of 
titles, as the holders and their wives 
usually are too aged to enjoy ft for 
a long time, and their children do 
not benefit from ft at all. 

The expenses of becoming a baron 
are rather high, hecause the state lev- 
fes a tax on registering any new title 
of nobility The official recording of 
a title costs $150. The title of baron 
is taxed $110 besides, while a new vis- 
count has to pay $150 In addition, a 
prince or duke $300. To this is added 
the expenses for a certificate. | The 
certificate fs a marvelous document, 
hand written by experts and hand 
painted in the manner of medieval 
documents. Without such a certificate 
the title 1s not worth a cent. With 
the certificate it {s worth at least the 
$777 paid for it, and, in the eyes of 
the world, probably much more. 

Five or six cases are known where 
men refused the honor of becoming a 
baron or count. They did so because 
they thought their name was good 
enough without the title. Among 
these was Mayor Adolphe Max of 
Brussels. 


Flees Jail With Key 
Made From Pocket Comb 


Modesto, Callf.—That “stone walls 
do not a prison make, nor iron bars a 
cage” is nothing less than the truth, 
if you only possess a pocket comb. 

That was proven here by Jack Bur- 
nett, twenty-two, wanted on nine 
counts of larceny and burglary.

JEWELRY OF CZAR 
JUST MELTED AWAY 


Brooklyn Woman Discovers

Rebecca Barasch of 556 Crown street, 
Brooklyn, knew that she had been 
gypped. 

She was further convinced when the 
few jewels which did not melt proved 
to be a poor grade of glass, and ns a 
result she spent three days in the 
rogues’ gallery at police headquarters. 

In the end she succeeded in identify- 
ing three men from whom she had 
bought the treasure of the late Ro- 
manoff for $900, and all three were ar- 
rested and locked up at Brooklyn po- 
lice headquarters on charges of grand 
larceny. 

They said they were Stefano Anillo, 
thirty-four years old; Frank Russo, 
thirty-six, and Emanuel Fallacana, 
thirty. On being questioned regarding 
the jewel transaction all three denied 
they were in any way connected with 
it. Mrs. Barasch, however, {fs positive 
in her identification, and the police 
believe that the men have been doing 
a big business in the name of the late 
ezar during the last few months. 


Spoke In Russlan. 


According to Mrs. Barasch two of 
them, Anillo and Fallaccano, met her 
at the corner of New York avenue and 
Union street, May 22, and started 
talking In Russian. She is sixty-five 
years old and the sound of her native 
tongue was pleasant to hear. 

The two told her they were refugees 
from the Soviet regime and that they 
were anxious to find the: local “Rus- 
sian colony. 

“You see,” said one, “we stole the 
ezar’s crown jewels. They are worth 
a fabulous fortune and we must either 
sell them or give them to somebody 
to keep for us.” 

Mrs. Barasch had heard about the 
crown jewels being sold on the Rue 
de ta Paix, but apparently forgot 
about ft. She asked to see them, and 
was shown a pocketful of gleaming, 
crystal diamonds. They almost took 
her breath away but she asked: 

“How can I tell that they are 
real?” 

Drew Out 900. 


“Why we will take you around to 
any jewelry store,” offered one of the 
refugees, and they started out. As 
they were about to enter one, Russo, 
it is alleged, stepped from the door- 
way. He was identified as a jeweler 
and appraised the pocket of diamonds 
as being authentic, and worth a for- 
tune. 

In the end Mrs. Barasch took all 
three men to her bank. She drew out 
every cent that she had, $900, and 
apologized for not having more. 

Then she took the Romanoff for- 
tune home in her handkerchief and 
laid it out on the radiator while she 
prepared dinner. There were 20 big 
diamonds in all. Mrs. Barasch thought 
herself as wealthy as Czar Nicholas 
was, but when half way through peel- 
ing the potatoes she happened to cast 
a glance at her treasure. 

Only eight remained. The others 
were a puddle of paste on the floor 
and these eight she later found to be 
glass. 

In arresting the three men, the de- 
tectives stated that they watched 
their house for three days and that 
reports of their having sold crown 
jewels in Detroit have been received. 


Cult Quitting Kansas; 


Opposed to Tractors

FINDS OXYGEN IS 
REALLY TRIPLETS 


New Facts Discovered by 
Study of Light. 


Berkeley, Calif.—Oxygen, the gas 
which constitutes a fifth of the air 
we breathe and which ts essential 
to our life, is really triplets, It is 
not twins, as was recently suggested, 
or single, as it was thought for many 
years, 

This has been discovered here by 
two University of California experi- 
menters, Prof. W. F. Giauqne and H. 
L. Johnstone. They have found that 
oxygen in the air consists not only of 
the element with atomic weight of 
sixteen but that there are small num- 
bers of heavier atoms. 

Some weigh seventeen and others 
weigh eighteen. These make up forms 
of oxygen which are like ordinary 
oxygen tn all respects except atomic 
weight, and are called isotopes of oxy- 
gen. Many other elements, notably 
lead, have been found to have itso 
topes, chemically similar, but of dif- 
ferent atomic weight. 

The investigators have discovered 
this fact from’ a study of the way 
Jight is absorbed as it passes through 
a thick layer of air, as with sunlight 
in the late afternoon. The oxygen ab- 
sorbs certain wave lengths of light, 
and from these Professor Giauque and 
Mr. Johnstone have calculated the 
weight of the atoms that produce the 
effect. 

Recently they found that some of 
the oxygen molecules were made of 
an atom of weight sixteen combined 
with one of weight eighteen. Since 
they announced this they have dis- 
covered the presence of the third fso- 
tope, so that there fs still a third 
kind of oxygene molecule, consisting 
of an atom of weight sixteen com- 
bined with one of weight seventeen. 

However, the atoms of weight six- 
teen must be in the vast majority, 
and the typical molecule must con- 
sist of a pair of atoms of weight six- 
teen, as the atomic weight of ordinary 
oxygen has been determined to be six- 
teen with great precision. 

Any great amount of the other iso- 
topes would make the average atomic 
weight of oxygen appreciably greater 
than this figure.

Ishpeming, Mich.—Although he {is 
seventy-five years old and has lived 
here 48 years, John Baer has never 
seen a movie show or any other show. 
John has never had a ride in an auto- 
mobile either, and he says he doesn’t 
believe all he hears about airplanes. 
' He says movies, carnivals, circuses, 
stage shows and all tended attractions 
are humbug. The owner of the local 
theater has often tried to get John to 
come to a movie show, offering him 
free admission, but be has always de- 
clined. 

Old John is a bachelor and & wom- 
an hater. “Women are a humbug,” 
he declared. “I never married and I 
never will,” he said, when asked why 
he had not taken a wife. 

John is interested in what is going 
on in the country and everyone he 
meets he asks “What's the news?” If 
they can’t tell him anything, he has 
no time for them and .continues to 
walk the streets in quest of informa- 
tion. He walks the streets from early 
in the morning until early in the eve- 
ning and goes to bed at 6:30 o’clock 
every bight.

ACHIEVED IN AVIATION 


Army Flyers Now Average 17 Years 
in Air for iach Fatal Crash, 
Survey Shows, 


New York.—How safe 1s airplane 
travel today? 

The first comprehensive answer to 
this question, which is- concerning 
more and more Americans each year. 
is provided by Herbert Brucker, writ. 
er and aviation enthusiast, in a sur- 
vey of current aerial activities in 
America which is published in The 
Review of Reviews, 

By computing the number of miles 
flown within the latest recorded period 
and the oumber of fatal accidents tp 
four classes of flying—army, navy, alr 
mail and civilian flying clubs—Mr. 
Brucker finds flying has achieved an 
incredibly bigh degree of safety. 

The average naval aviator today car 
fly for 19 years before meeting a fatal 
accident, he calculates, The army fly- 


er can record 17% years without a 
fatal crash; the air mail. service re 
corded but one death in 2.583.006 miles 
flown in 1928, which would meav but 
one death in-129 years of flying; the 
civilian ‘club flyer, including the dan- 
gerous period of student flying, had 
ap average vecord indicating 13% 
years aloft without a fatal acctdent. 

All of these classes of flyers face 
dangers oot encountered by the oc 
casional air passenger, Mr. Brucker 
points out. : 

“Among naval flyers there were 13,- 
728,000 miles flown and 28 killed,” he 
shows, The record last year was 892,- 
000 miles flown for each death. On 
the basis of the difficult flying done 
last year by naval aviators, that would 
mean that a man could fly 19 years, 
even if he were a frequent flyer, be 
fore he would be killed.
